Clarke, of ilie I nited States 
liattlcship Oregon, which did sucb 
reuiarkalile work in the battle off 
Santiago dc Cuba that resulted in the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera's 
squadroa, says in his official report 
oltha«a|at«MallB B«ar Adakal 

'*^^'*{t!r8paaish fleet taraad to tbe 
waatwaid aad opaaed Are, to which 
oor ahlp* rwliail vigorously. For a 
abort time there was an almo<it con- 
linnsl tliglil of |>rojeotiles over the 
ship, but when our line wss fairly 
cii«!i[;ed the enemy's tire lit' amo de- 
fective As soon an it was evident 
tbst tbe enemy's sliips were trying to 
break through and escape to tbe 
westward, we went ahead at full 
s|)eed, with tb* da t a ia laattoB al ear* 
rying oat to tha alaoat jroor in* 
atrtt'jtioDs: 'Ifth* *o*ffly tri«a to 
•scape, tbe abipa moat eloec and en- 
gage biffi as soon as possible and en-

(a diScult thing at any time to do) 
under tbe botteat flre. Tbe value o( 
the negro as a soldier la no longer a 
debatable queation. In baa been 
proven fully in one of tha aharpaat 
flgbu of tbe paat three yean.
